EN. PEMBERTON, who was in command at Vicksburg, de- 
Gee to try and get away to join Gen. Johnston, who had 

started off toward the north, but found his way blocked by 
Grauts army. He fought two small engagements with the Union 
forces, and then went back home. Grant, following, drew up his 
lines about Vicksburg, and began tje famous siege. This was in 
May. Slowly the weeks dragged DY. The citizens of Vaeksburg 
and the soldiers in the forts got hungrier and hungrier. The Con- 
federate army in Chattanooga did not dare come to their rescue be- 
cause of the watchful eye of Gen. Rosecrans. At last on the third 
day of July, Gen. Pemberton sent word to Gen. Grant that he would 
like to have a talk with him, and the next morning, the articles o! 


their ritles over to the Union army, but the soldiers themselves 
(nearly 30.000 of them) were allowed to go free on parole, that is 
after they had promised that they would not do any more fighting 
against the North. The entire Mississippi River was now under 
Federal control, and the Southern States were definitely cut off 
from their Western sources of supply. 

And now let us go back again to Gen.’ Rosecrans, who all this 
time had been sitting patiently, with his eve on Chattanooga and 
the Confederate army there under Gen. Bragg. It was in June, 
when it was quite apparent to every one that Vicksburg would soon 
fall, that Rosecrans started forth to capture Chattanooga, but it 
was not until November that the feat was accomplished. I will nut 
tell you all the details of the campaign. It would make our story 
too long. But there was much hard fighting, and many brilliant 
maneuvers, and many wise Generals were called in to direct the 
conflict. In October, Gen. Grant took command of the Union Ariny, 
and with his characteristic energy, speeded up the work, and finally 
managed to drive the Confederates back, and take the city. 

After this campaign both armies went into winter quarters, the 
Union Army in Chattanooga, and the Confederate in Dalton, Ga.. 
half way between Chattanooga and Atlanta. Gen. Bragg was re- 
moved from his command, and Gen. Joseph E. Johnston was put in 
his place, while Gen. Grant was made Commander in Chief of all 
the Union forces and went up to Virginia to take charge of matters 
there, handing over his old command in Chattanooga to Gen. Sher- 
man. 

The next stopping place on the route of the Union Army was to 
be Atlanta. This very important city controlled the railroads from 
north to south, and, if captured, the Confederate Army fighting in 
Virginia would be cut off from their supplies. Early in the spring, 
Gen. Sherman started upon his way south, driving the Confederates 
back before him. By the first of July he had nearly reached his 
objective. Then Gen. Johnston was removed from his command 
{the usual fate in store for unsuccessful Generals) and Gen. Hood 
took command of the Confederate Army. Johnston had avoided 2 
pitched battle with the Northerners. Gen. Hood, being a man of 
action. fought and lest three battles in 11 days. And still Atlanta 
remained in Southern hands. Then Sherman began to move his 
army in position for a siege. But before the Union lines had 

closed around the city, Gen. Hood, realizing that there was no hope 
wf assistance, and that a siege would only prolong the agwWny, evac- 
fated the town and the next day, Sept 2, the Union Army entered 
Atlanta. |
